OOD, THE FORGIVING FATHER 


Text: Luke 15:11-24 


International Uniform Sunday School 


Lesson for April 19. 


Tlie Parable of the Prodigal Son, 


someone once remarked, ought to be 
called the Parable of the Gracious 
Father, It is the father's Unfailing 
love that the story proclaims. 


Youthful wasters in every age have 


despised the blessings and benefits of 
homo, have turned their backs upon 
the responsibilities of family life, and 
have gone out into the world seeking 
only their own pleasure. 


More than one such prodigal has 


found the way that looked so alluring 
n path of degradation and death. The 
full effect of the degradation has been 
manifest at times in the destruction 
of all will to restoration. The power 
to repent and turn back itself has 
failed. 


Here in our parable the prodigal 


sank to a very low ebb; then not only 
metaphorically, but literally, he came 
to himself. He was stripped of every- 
thing that he had and of every exter- 
nal thing. 


There was some truth in the por- 


trayal of the negro preacher who rep- 
resented him as selling garment after 
gnrmcnt until he hod "come to him- 
self," and there was nothing left. 
Physically and spiritually that was 
true. He was bare of body and of 
soul, but fortunately, he was not be- 
reft of the one last vestige of common 
sense and action. 


In the depth of his condition of dis- 


tress, home seemed a very different 
sort of place. He pictured the hired 
servants of his father as possessing 
something that ho had lost, and he- 
determined, though it must have been 
an abject thing, to po back to the 
home and the father whom be had 
spumed, to cast himself upon the fath- 
er's mercy and to ask only that he 
might have the place of a.servant. 


More than one prodigal lias thus 


returned, sometimes failing to find a 
very warm reception. There have 
been fathers who have been stern 
and unyielding to the returning wan- 
derers; so that the outstanding, thing 
about this story is the picture of the 
father, thoughtful,' merciful, magnan- 
imous, with the rich arid gracious love 
that is above all harshness and mere 
justice, who deals with this repentant 
son in terms of what may be tomor- 
row, and not in terms of the failure 
and tragedy of yesterday. 


It is the love of this earthly father 


that is tlie prototype of the -love of 
God. 
It was the essence of the teach- 


ing of the Gospel of Jesus that all tbat 
was best in earthly life only bore wit- 
ness to the richness and fullness of 
something larger in the Fnther, who is 
the source of all life, and light, and 
love, and goodness. 


The whole nature of the world to- 


day might be symbolized in the con- 
dition of this prodigal. It is a world 
that has turned to schemes of greed 
and truth .and love and kindliness, 
that has turnc clto schemes' of greed 
and war and hate, a world that has 
spurned alike the will of God and the 
abundance of God, and that lies today 
bleeding in its wounds and in its pov- 
erty. 


But over this world there broods the 


love and grace of the Divine Father. 
Would that as individuals and as a 
world we might return to the Fath-> 
cr's house and find a place of resto- 
ration and newness of life!

Orchard as Vital 


as Family Garden 


It's Garden's Running- 


Mate in Furnishing Vi- 


tamins, Minerals 


The answer to the year-round ques- 


tion of three meals a day Isn't to be 
found tnltrely In a vegetable garden, 
Miss Helen Griffin, home demonstra- 
tion agent, is reminding Hempstead 
county women who are now planning 
their year's food supply. 


A home orchard is the running-mate 


of the garden in supplying the fam- 
ily with plenty of vitamins and min- 
erals. Apples, peaches, pears, small 
fruits such as strawberries, youngber- 
rics, or blackberries, and watermelons 
and cantaloupci; to furnish fresh fruit 
during the season, have earned an im- 
portant place In the food supply plans 
for Hempstead county families. 


The best kind of a sweet for grow- 


ing children is sorghum, which is rich 
in the lime and iron which are so 
useful for building bones, teeth, and 
red blood cells, according to Miss Ger- 
trude E. Conant, Extension nutrition- 
ist, University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. Another valuable- sweet 
is honey, which has a medicinal as 
well as food value. 


Peanuts are bread, meat, and pota- 


toes so far as food value goes, and 
they deserve a place in the food sup- 
ply plans. 


Extension circular 307 gives sug- 


gestions for planning the food sup- 
ply, and may be obtained at the home 
demonstration agent's 
office, Miss

Tremendous Task 


Tinkering with :tht Mississippi has 


been going on for 50 years. But it was 
cnly in 1927 when great breaches were 
smashed in the existing levees and 20,- 
000 squard miles of territory were 
flooded, that a really big plan was 
adopted. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief of 
army engineers, designed the plan, and 
General Brown has been in charge of 
most of the'work, now 80'per cent 
complete. 


The job is so tremendous that few 


realize what it means. For one thing, 
twice as much dirt was moved as was 
scooped out for the Panama Canal. 
The present levee system, about 1000 
miles long, all constructed to uniform 
standards of strength, is longer than 
he Great Wall of China and in some 
places it is 25 times as thick. 


Floodways Help 


In addition to the levees, 12 "bends" 


the river have been straightened 


cut. 
That allows the water .to run 


hrough more swiftly, arid tends to pre- 
vent it from "flattening out" over the 
country. 


In several places floodways have 


been built. Theso are supplementary 
channels or basins into which the river 
water can be diverted whenever the 
pressure gets so great thatj it seems 
likely to break the levee. This in- 
volves some flooding, but the areas 
are chosen from among those which 
arc swampy anyway, or which have 
few farmers living on them. 


New Orleans is believed to be at 


last absolutely safe from flood. The 
completion of the magnificent Bonnet 
Carre spillway makes it possible to di- 
vert the Mississippi waters into Lake 
Fontchartratn if the flood crest gets 
too high for the levee. The Atchafa- 
laya cutoff west of New Orleans has 
also been completed. 


This deepening 
of channels into 


which the Mississippi overflowed at 
flood should also carry off high water, 
and between the two, New Orleans 
breatlies easily for 
the first time. 


There will bo no repetition of 1927, 
wheit the levee below the city was 
deliberately blasted 
open, 
flooding 


broad areas, to relieve- pressure up- 
stream and save the city. 


New Madrid, Mo., which was com- 


pletely submerged in the disaster of 
1927, 
is safe today, engineers agree. 


ITie floodway, or parallel emergency 
channels which can be opened in case 
of danger, are ready, extending from 
Bird's Point to New Madrid. And the 
"back levees," or second line of du- 
fense, arc also ready. 


Crests No Menace 


Though tho Jadwin plan is not com- 


plete, the levees, emergency chan- 
nels, and other works which run from 
Rock Island, I1L, down past Cniro, 
Memphis, and on to tho Gulf of Mex- 
ico, arc near enough to completion to 
give protection this spring. Flood 
crests from the Ohio, entering the 
great river at Cairo, have not en- 
dangered the works. 


Except for small areas in little-set- 


tled places, it; is believed 
that the 


Father of Waters is 'safe in all of the 
1000 miles hetakes to travel the 600 
miles a crow flies from Cairo to New 
Orleans.

Flood Control Program 


Arkansas City 
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Involving a greater volume of excavation than the Panama Canal, 


the lower Mississippi flood prevention plan Is now 80 per cent com- 
plete. It is regarded as having made this area sjifc from flood crests 
that did great damage along the upper rivers. 


Mississippi can now carry about two 
million cubic feet of water per sec- 
ond. Heavy rains in all the tributary 
valleys simultaneously could put three 
million feet into the chonnel south of 
the Arkansas river, which is where 
most of tho uncompleted portion of 
the work lies. 


More Fluids Asked 


The Overtoil bill now before con- 


gress would provide another $300,000,- 
XX) to be spent during the next six 
years on floodways in Arkansas and 
Louisiana. That is over and above the 
original Jadwin plan, which may eas- 
ly be carried out complete within 
three yearn and under the 
original 


estimated cost. 


Probably 
Mississippi River flood 


control wil Inever be completel to the 
point where engineers can dust off 
their hands and say, "That's that!" 
But it certainly is closer this spring 
than ever before, and the day moy 
not be 'far distant when "Old Man 
River" wilfno longer be the Bogey- 
nan of the middlewest and south.

five feet, four/ nor may she weigh 
more than 120 i>ounds. 


She must not be more ttian 26 years 


old. 


Shfi must have an engaging per- 


sonality, be solicitous of the comfort 
of others and capable of performing a 
variety ot tasks, from explaining the 
fundamentals of aerial navigation to 
helping change a diaper. 


They Go to School 


One of the air lines operates a school 


to polish its stewardesses, classes go- 
ing into such things as passenger psy- 
chology, how to make air travelers 
comfortable, 
serving 
lunches 
and 


answering questions about the geog- 
raphy of the routes flown. 
. The stewardess must be a registered 
nurse, explains an air line representa- 
tive, "because-the.Institutionally train- 
ed girl has an understanding of dis- 
cipline nnd a knowledge of how to 
deal with the public that is required 
in the job of stewardess." 


The stewardess may not be "beau- 


itlul but dumb."
